Sixteen European nations are preparing a list of their needs, which they will present to 
the United States as a preliminary to contributions from this country toward the fulfillment 
of the Marshall Plan for the rehabilitation of Europe, The drain on American resources 
will be large and the question arises, ‘Can America meet the test?’’ 

Seeking the basic facts on the challenge that the Marshall Plan presents, seven re- 
porters were sent to all parts of the United States. Aided by a private airplane, the report- 


ers gathered information on the Nation’s raw materials, its industries, agriculture and wa- 
terpower, shipping, its Army and Navy, military and commercial aviation, and perhaps most 
important of all, the attitudes and opinions of people throughout the land. 

Beginning today, these reporters present a series of articles. They should be read with 
the understanding that they do not pretend to be an exhaustive treatise on American 
wealth and power. “How Ssrong is America?” is rather g series of impressions developed 
by trained reporters who have traveled to America’s farms, factories, mines and ship- 
yards, ond have talkedewith the men and women whose skills and knowledge may indeed 


be the Nation's greatest resource.

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The Wrong People in Jail 


Without attempting to say who is re- 
sponsible, we agree with Superior Court 
Judge Claude Porter that it is “an unprece- 
dented outrage” that more than a hundred 
prisoners have been confined in the Floyd 
County jail for months because of failure 
to secure a court reporter so their cases 
can be heard. 

Judge Porter blames Floyd County 
Commissioners, who in turn attribute the 
responsibility to him. Both seem deter- 
mined to have their way and the situation 
is at an impasse. 

Meanwhile, more than a hundred per- 
sons are cooped up in jail, denied trial 
pending settlement of the fiasco. 


Were they not under indictment for 
felonies, it is our opinion that persons thus 
so flagrantly denied their constitutional 
privileges could seek recourse from the 
officials responsible or their bondsmen. 
As it is, we are not sure but that they have 
something of a case for damage suits. 

Meanwhile, one can only wish that the 
situatton were reversed with the prison- 
ers freed and the feuding parties incar- 
cerated pending the silly squabble’s settle- 
ment. 

That way, the contestants would doubt- 
less climb down off their respective digni- 
ties and reach an effective compromise 
without additional delay. 


An Inventory of Our Assets 


The Marshall Plan proposes, in brief, 
that the United States underwrite the 
economic rehabilitation of Europe.

There is a troubling conviction that 
will not surrender in the hearts of many 
thoughtful people, that America should 
add religious education to the week-day life of its children. 


The old fear of Church and State hovers over the sug- 
gestion like a warning finger from the persecuted past. 
The shadow of sectarianism haunts it. Defeatists argue 
that if churches cannot draw communities to their beliefs, 
they should not hide behind the compulsion of law to in- 
trude their teachings upon the young. | 

nbelievers point to the cost, the problem of skilled 
teachers, to the disparity in faiths, to the confusion pos- 
sible from lack of continuity in instruction and interpre- 
tation. 

Yet the feeling prevails, like a lingering conscience, 
that religion is the one subject we could add to our curricu- 
lum, or extra-curriculum, that might counterbalance the 
titanic power of speed, atomic weapons, encroaching po- 
litical ideologies, rising suspicion among nation. 


Church School Idea 


In the words of the International Council of Religious | 
Education, “The’week-day Church School lifts religion out | 
of its restricted home in one day of the week, and in one | 
place, and makes it a home in every day and in every | 
place. 

“Under its touch, religion becomes the companion of 
science, the interpreter of history, the crown of all the 
learning of the schools. It brings the redeeming touch of 
spiritual ideals to a multitude whom the churches do not 
reach. 

“It enriches and reinforces the teaching of the church 
to a host now within her folds ... it holds the possibility 
of a new citizenship.” 

Mrs. Paul Weir, Educational Chairman for the Georgia 
Council of Churchwomen, and a leader in the Atlanta 
Council of Churchwomen, has made a historical research 
into the problem of religious instruction in public edu- 
cation.
